On all Local Improvement work done by contract the City retains from the final payment 
amounts as follows: On street pavements ten per cent, for ten years, of the cost of the pavement 
and it.'' foundation, on cement walks, twenty per cent, for the first year and two years additional; 
on sewers ten per cent, for one year. These percentages are retained by the City as a guarantee 
against defects in the work which time may reveal. At the expiration of the time for which they 
are reserved, the work inspected under the direction of the Commissioner of Public Works; he 
notifies the Board of Contract and Supply that the Guarantee has expired and if the work is found 
to be satisfactory he notifies the City Treasurer to pay the amount reserved to the Contractor. 
Interest on the amounts reserved belongs to the Contractors.
